^j There will be two separate tickets to be voted at the primaries - the non-partisan; 


- judiciary ticket and the partisan ballot on which candidates for county, borough 
and township offices will have their names. 
ij If a voter is enrolled he can vote both tickets, but if he is not enrolled he can 
v vote only the non-partisan 'judge ballot. 
' IJ Candidates for the judiciary are not identified by party titles, hence the voter is 


not voting against his own party by voting for any of the judicial candidates, no 
matter who that candidate may be. 


€jj Voting for a candidate for judge does not bind the voter to anything more than 
his act at the primaries, and does not affect his standing as a Washington, Republi- 
can or Democratic voter. 


€J The voter who supports a judicial candidate at the primaries cannot be deprived 
of his right to vote for his own party candidates at the November election. 


"€f Party lines are riot drawn in the non-partisan contest for judicial nominations, 


and the voter may vote for any of the judicial candidates without regarding himself 
unfaithful to the political party of his choice.

North Haven, Conn., Sept 3.—The 


most appalling of the many recent ac- 
cidents OD the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad occurred here 
when the Bar Harbor express, crowd- 
ed with passengers returning from the 
best summer resorts In New England, 
was rammed by the White Mountain 
express. 


From fifteen to twenty-five are dead. 


The injured will number about a bun 
ilred. 
Of the injured many will un- 


d« btedly die. 


The last two cars of the Bar Har- 


bor express were utterly demolished. 
Parts of the cars, which were woodeu, 
were hurled hundreds of feet away. 
Tho bodies of some of the dead were 
found fifty feet away in the fields. 


When a reporter who was a passen- 


ger on the White Mountain express 
r«" ched the point at which the trains 
met the groans of the injured and tbe 
dying filled the air. Persons who were 
crushed so as to be apparently beyond 
surgical aid begged plteously for as- 
sistance. 


Hurry Calls For Help. 


From the White ilountain express 


the passengers, many of whom were 
terrified by the shock, hurried to the 
assist nee of those who were on the 
train that was rammed. Hurried calls 
were sent out" to all the nearby towns 
—New Haven, Meriden, Wallingford. 
Hartford and Springfield. 


As to the cause of the wreck there 


is yet no sufficient explanation. The 
Bar Harbor express had come to 
a> 


standstill for a reason not given to 
those who sought Information Inter. 
The engineer of the White Mountain 
express says that he saw no lights 
and that no flagman came back to 
give him a warning. 
There was a 


d->nse fog at the time. 


A few minutes before the accident 


the Bar Harbor express had come to » 
halt about a mile and one-half to the 
north of this station. This town Is 
on the original New Haven, and Hart- 
ford line and is about eight miles from 
New Haven. 


Eleven Wooden Pulfmans. 


There were eleven Pullman cars on 


the Bar Harbor train. 
All .were of 


wood, and all were packed. When the 
stop was made nearly every one was 
asleep, for it was two hours yet before 
tbe train was due in New York. 


Thundering along in tbe wake of the 


Bar Harbor came the White mountain 
train, Itself a heavy one, and also! jam" 


i ined with persons who had been ejpend- 
i ing their holidays in the New England

^j There will be two separate tickets to be voted at the primaries - the non-partisan; 


- judiciary ticket and the partisan ballot on which candidates for county, borough 
and township offices will have their names. 
ij If a voter is enrolled he can vote both tickets, but if he is not enrolled he can 
v vote only the non-partisan 'judge ballot. 
' IJ Candidates for the judiciary are not identified by party titles, hence the voter is 


not voting against his own party by voting for any of the judicial candidates, no 
matter who that candidate may be. 


€jj Voting for a candidate for judge does not bind the voter to anything more than 
his act at the primaries, and does not affect his standing as a Washington, Republi- 
can or Democratic voter. 


€J The voter who supports a judicial candidate at the primaries cannot be deprived 
of his right to vote for his own party candidates at the November election. 


"€f Party lines are riot drawn in the non-partisan contest for judicial nominations, 


and the voter may vote for any of the judicial candidates without regarding himself 
unfaithful to the political party of his choice.

North Haven, Conn., Sept 3.—The 


most appalling of the many recent ac- 
cidents OD the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad occurred here 
when the Bar Harbor express, crowd- 
ed with passengers returning from the 
best summer resorts In New England, 
was rammed by the White Mountain 
express. 


From fifteen to twenty-five are dead. 


The injured will number about a bun 
ilred. 
Of the injured many will un- 


d« btedly die. 


The last two cars of the Bar Har- 


bor express were utterly demolished. 
Parts of the cars, which were woodeu, 
were hurled hundreds of feet away. 
Tho bodies of some of the dead were 
found fifty feet away in the fields. 


When a reporter who was a passen- 


ger on the White Mountain express 
r«" ched the point at which the trains 
met the groans of the injured and tbe 
dying filled the air. Persons who were 
crushed so as to be apparently beyond 
surgical aid begged plteously for as- 
sistance. 


Hurry Calls For Help. 


From the White ilountain express 


the passengers, many of whom were 
terrified by the shock, hurried to the 
assist nee of those who were on the 
train that was rammed. Hurried calls 
were sent out" to all the nearby towns 
—New Haven, Meriden, Wallingford. 
Hartford and Springfield. 


As to the cause of the wreck there 


is yet no sufficient explanation. The 
Bar Harbor express had come to 
a> 


standstill for a reason not given to 
those who sought Information Inter. 
The engineer of the White Mountain 
express says that he saw no lights 
and that no flagman came back to 
give him a warning. 
There was a 


d->nse fog at the time. 


A few minutes before the accident 


the Bar Harbor express had come to » 
halt about a mile and one-half to the 
north of this station. This town Is 
on the original New Haven, and Hart- 
ford line and is about eight miles from 
New Haven. 


Eleven Wooden Pulfmans.
